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can press. He simply chooses to lose 
sight of the fact that Mr. Scott’s restric- 
‘tions were evidently intended to apply 
to resident managers in London when he 
gives the names of the successful actor- 
managers“of Arperica as instances where 


it has .been proven that the actor is a, 


good business man. Whatever may “be 
the differences of opinion among English- 
men of art and letters in regard to the 
influence that their own actor-manager 
exerts in the advancement of the drama, 
it matters little to the American public 
if they admit that they have found this 
country as progressive in the field of dra- 
matic art as it is in everything else. 


RUSTLING ON THE RIALTO 


There is said to be a larger number of 
theatrical people out-of work ‘fon the 
Rialto” in New York than has ever been 
seen before. Scores of reliable people are 
on the streets, disengaged even for next 
season, and, with the proverbial improvi- 
dence of the actor, having failed to pre- 
pare for a long vacation, many are run- 
ning in debt for their board. It must be 
said to the credit of the women of the 
stage that they generally put aside money 
enough to carry them through the Sum- 
mer and get new dresses for the regular 
season, and, while there are numbers of 
men lounging the Summer away in New 
York there are comparatively few wo- 
men, and those of the latter who remain 
there do so in order to be on hand for 
next season’s engagements. The above 
does not apply to operatic artists as much 


sas it does to regular dramatic people, on 


account of the unusual number of Sum- 
mer opera companies regularly engaged 
in many of the larger cities. In fact, 
there is, just at the present time, a scar- 
city of light opera artists, as the adver- 
tisements in the dramatic yspers indicate. 
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
